At the .same time, spearheaded by Mayor W. Webster 
Vannier’s determined, forcible stand, Council threw down 
the gauntlet to Pasadena on the vital problem of flood 
control at the northwest section of the city, notably Mich- 
illlnda where the two cities converge. 

THE SAME VOTE means 
that Sierra Madre will go 
ahead with flood control 
plans formulated by City 
Administrator Lawrence C. 

Bevington and now ap¬ 
proved by the County Flood 
Control District. This in¬ 
cluded Mlchlllinda, N. Sun- 
nyside, Fairview, Gatewood 
Lane and Terrace and the 
Passionlst Monastery areas. 

Through Mayor Vannier’s 
determination in which he 
reminded his colleagues

SACRAMENTO—The Sen¬ 
ate fact-finding committee 
on labor and welfare has 
issued a report of a study 
which is highly critical of 
the State Social Welfare 
Board and critical of the De¬ 
partment of Social Welfare 
Board. 

The report apparently is 
not aimed at any members 
of the welfare board but 
more at the system. But its 
language is blunt. 

“There is much to be done 
in welfare today,” the report 
said. “The State Social Wel¬ 
fare Board is not capable of 
doing it. The State Depart¬ 
ment of Social Welfare is 
doing only a routine job and 
I do not think the depart¬ 
ment is capable of doing 
more without strong direc¬ 
tion. 

“Strengthening the board 
in one of the ways men¬ 
tioned, preferably by replac¬ 
ing it with a full-time com¬ 
mission, would help to meet 
the crying need in public 
welfare for new and intelli¬ 
gent approaches to pressing 
social and fiscal problems.”

C) It shall not generate pedes¬ 
trian or vehicular traffic beyond 
that normal to the residential 
zone in which it is located. 

D) It shall not Involve the use 
of commercial vehicles for deliv¬ 
ery of materials to or from the 
premises (parcel post excepted). 

E) It shall not involve the use 
of signs other than the minimum 
required by law. 

F) It shall not Involve more 
than 25% of the dwelling floor 
area. 

G) A home occupation may be 
conducted only within an en¬ 
closed building, possessing four 
walls and a roof, whether the 
same constitutes part of the main 
building or la an accessory build¬ 
ing; provided, however, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission after notice to 
adjoining landowners but without 
a public hearing, may authorize 
a home occupation in other than 
an enclosed building, upon a de¬ 
termination that the same will 
not damage neighboring proper¬ 
ties. 

H) In no way shall the appear¬ 
ance of the structure or premises 
be so altered, or the conduct of 
the occupation within the struc¬ 
ture or premises be such that 
the Btnicture or premises may be 
reasonably recognized as serving 
a non-resldentlal tise (either by 
color, materials or constniction, 
lighting, signs, sounds, or noises, 
vlbrattons, etc.).

to the new downtown dis¬ 
trict lighting system which 
means installing 42 new 
20,000 lumen lights on W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. from just 
east of Baldwin to Lima and 
from Baldwin to Suffolk, 
site of the new Post Office 
building. New steel stand¬ 
ards and the old wooden 
poles will be used. 

Twenty-two lights will be 
i n s t a l,led at intersections 
these of 6,000 Instead of the 
1,000 to 2,500 present lumens.
